It was both asserted and denied here 
yesterday that Soviet Russia was seck- 
ing a new leverage to gain recognition 
by the United States, and was support- 
fng litigation now pending against the 
New York Life Insurance Company and 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society of 
the United States. 

The Credit Bureau of Moscow, in- 
@orsed by-the Soviet Union, but describ- 
ing itself as an independent commercial 
agency, has filed several hundred suits 
against the two companies. The bureau 
represents claims of policyholders in the 
companies when the Soviet expelled the 
companies in the revolution of Decem- 
ber, 1918. The total claims were placed 
by the bureau at about $40,000,000. The 
companies are understood to estimate 
the face amount of insurance involved at 
approximately $100,000,000. 

: The New York Life and the Equitable, 
according to statements made in insur- 
ance circles, hold that all their Russian 
policies lapsed automatically. It was 
pointed out that the Soviet in 1918 not 
@nly declared insurance a State monop- 
@ly and refused to let them continue in 
Jbusiness there, but also confiscate the 
financial reserves, amounting to about 
$40,000,000, which they had established 
under the law to protect the policies. 
Nine months later the Soviet declared 
ell insurance there annulled. 

Says Companies Are Liable, 


The Credit Bureau sets forth that the 
gmoneys so confiscated were not reserves 
@t all, but represented sums required 
for permission to do business, The com- 
panies were therefore never relieved of 
financial responsibility to their’ policy- 
holders, according to the bureau. 

John Foster Dulles of Sullivan & 
Cromwell, 49. Wall Street, attorney for 
{the New York Life in the suits, said 
yesterday: 

“The litigation which has been started 
4s in reality 4 political move by the So- 
wiet. It is in the nature of a ‘counter- 
claim’ which, the Soviet boasts, will 
permit it to ‘reach the White House’ and 
finally attain its goal of recognition by 
the United tSates.

your insurance obligations?’ ” 

The insurance investigators also made 
public a letter sent by the Credit Bureau 
from its branch in Montreal, which an- 
nounced in effect that Russian policy 
holders of the American companies 
must look to those companies, not to the 
Soviet, for any damages arising out ‘‘of 
any action of the Government,”’ such as 
confiscation of the companies’ reserves. 
The letter further stated, as regarded 
claims of the American companies them- 
selves “for the seizure of their Russian 
business’ by the Russian Government, the 
question, of recovery may be subject to 
discuss! only through diplomatic chan- 
nels, as constituting part of the inter- 
national settheméent question.’’

‘FEARED ANYMORE FAILURES’ 





Witness at Inquiry Blames Partner's, 
Speculation for $1,000,000. 
Bankruptcy. 


Ludwig Chardon who was a member 
of the brokerage firm of Wilson & Char- 
don when it failed last October for more 
than $1,000,000, testified before Supreme 
Court Justice John A, Ford yesterday 
that Thomas B. Maloney, President of 
the Consolidated Stock Exchange, had 
told him he had known of the firm's 
Wmsolvency since Jan. 1 last, and that no 
action had been taken because the Ex- 
change “could not afford to have’ any 
more failures.” The testimony was 
adduced at State Attorney General Ot- 
tinger’s investigation. 

Mr. Chardon said he was now making 
his living as a financial writer and that 
he himself had lost $140,000 as a result 
* the crash. He declared he had been 

a “‘special’’ partner and had never had 
anything to do with the purchase and 
sale of securities, nor with the books of 
the firm. 

Mr. Chardon laid all the blame for the 
failure of his firm’on Leslie B. Wilson, 
his partner. He said it was common 
knowledge that Wilson had been one of 
the biggest traders in the Consolidated 
and had been speculating on his own ac- 
count for a long time, 

“When did you first learn that some- 
thing was wrong?’ asked Deputy At- 
torney General Keyes Winter, in charge 
of the inquiry. 

“It, was Oct. 16 when Mr. Maloney 
called me in and said Wilson had been 
speculating’ heavily on his own account 
and that the firm was in trouble,’’ was 
the reply. “I told him I did not see 
how that could be, as I ought to have 
at least $100,000 capital in the business. 
He told me the firm had been insolvent 
since December, 1924. 

“Mr. Maloney said I had net been told 
because of my poor health. 

Mr, Chardon related an incident re- 
garding a friend of his who, he said, 
was in the firm’s office shortly before 
the failure. This man left some jse- 
curities there, remarking that he then 
had $200,000 with the firm. 

“That was the last the poor man saw 
of his securities,” said Mr. Chardon.

Mrs. Vetch, who is statéd to be an 
American by birth, possessed a consid- 
erable fortune, which, it is understood, 
she has left entirely to the British na- 
tion, She was 86 years old and lived 
for ms, years at Monte Carlo. 

Th ..ery house is 1 Hyde Park 
Gate, ‘. .2e most fashionable district in 
London. Mrs,. Vetch left it after her 
husband's. death, fifteen years ago, and, 
except on one fleeting occasion six years 
ago and again last September, she has 
never been seen there, 

The house is kept locked up and a 
thick coating. of dust has collected on 
the windows, though the rates and taxes 
are regularly paid. Suddenly, last Sep- 
tember, Mrs, Vetch appeared, She wore 
a remarkable conical-shaped hat. with 
feathers pointing upward. Her face was 
velled and she carried a large carpet 
bag bulging with articles. She gained a 
balcony of the house and stood there 
waving the Union Jack to a crowd of 
people below. Then she was seen dust- 
ing a camp bed placed on the balcony, 

Next, three men started work on the 
house, but except for cleaning one win- 
dowpane the exterior looked as de- 
serted as ever. When the window was 
thrown up, however, handsome furniture 
was visible inside. Mrs. Vetch declined 
to discuss her plans, but told an inter- 
viewer,/that her banker managed all the 
expenses of the house.

Both 
failed, and one bright Sunday they went 
down the Mediterranean coast to a 
pretty little resort and signed a treaty 
bargain appearing to pool their political 
and materia} interests, which at the time 
was taken so seriously as to cause 
Lloyd George to make a speech about 
the danger of “a hungry Russia armed 
by an angry Germany.” 


A “Community of Soreness.” 


Now, two and & half years later, Rus- 
sia sees other European nations bind 
themselves together by the Locarno trea- 
ties, and Turkey sees the League of Na- 

ions decide against her claim to Mosul. 
Just as did the Russians and Germans 
in 1922, the Russians and Turks how 
feel a community of soreness against 
the rest and make themselves a private 


reaty. 

The Treaty of Rapallo is now as dead 
as an unexpired treaty could well be, 
and that may cause one to wonder about

Doubtless 
the Turks figure they have arranged for 
help against England if the time comes 
when help will be needed, and doubtless 
the Russians think they have kept Tur- 
key out of the League of Nations. That 
is what they thought they had done with 
Germany. But they were_wrong. 

Despite Articte II of the new treaty, 
which binds the two countries not to 
join any political groyping with inter- 
ests against either, which is to say the 
League of Nations, it is a mighty good 
fuvss that, Turkey will; come in the 
League when she gets hér price. :

BERLIN, Dec. 23.—The German Fi- 
Nance Ministry let it be known this

LONDON, Dee, 23.—Sir W, Arbuthnot 
Lane, the noted British physician, writes 
to The Loncon Times, in connection with 
his recent visit to America: 

“These are times when the medical 
profession of England cannot afford to 
stand gtil] and lag behind its more pro- 
gressive brethren of Canada and the 
United States.”’ 

He contrasts the attitude of the Brit- 
ish medical, profession toward the pub- 
lic unfavorably with that of the United 
States, saying: 

‘‘What struck me most there wag. the 
very intimate relationship and close as- 
sociation which has sprung up between 
the medical profession and the lay pub- 
lic in the last few years. The barriers 
between our profession and the public 
because of the autocratic attitude as- 
sumed by a section of the com- 
munity fortunately has now quite dis- 
in Canada and the United

favor of Flowers. 

It was that the receipts 
‘totalled $50,000 and it is expected the 
fund will receive about $15,000, 

For ten minutes after Joe Humphries 
made bis announcement of the verdict 
‘the crowd stood and yelled its disap- 
proval. It exceeded even the Dundee- 
Bernstein decision in the old Garden. 
‘Ther special officers began clearing the 
building, but che demonstration con-'

Chairman James A, Farley announced 
the. decision of the board in response to 
an application from Scotty - Montieth, 
part manager of Kaplan, for permission 
tor Kaplan to engage in bouts against 
junior lightweights and Ughtweights un- 
der the jurisdiction of the board on the 


t ground that since Kaplan had defeated 


Babe Herman the featherweight divi- 
sion offered but little activity for the 
Meriden lad. 

Montieth was informed that the com- 
mission’s rule against bouts betwéen 
champions and boxers of a heavier divi- 
sion will be vigorously enforced, save in 
the cases of championship matches. The 
rule provides that if a titlehdlder of one 
class desires to engage the champion of 
the * heaviest. division he is at lib- 
erty to do so, but in all other cases 
champions must stick to their own 
classes.

SCHAEFER LEAVES 
TODAY FOR MATCH 


Former Champion Confident He 
Will Regain 18.2 Title When 
He Meets Horemans. 


Confident that he has lost none of his 
form and satisfied that he will regain 
the world’s 18.2. balkline title, Young 
Jake Schaefer, who has been here since 
last Saturday, wil] leave by auto for 
Chicago this afternoon. ; For the ‘past 
two days Shaefer has been taking part 
in benefit exhibition matches and his 
form has. been all that should be ex- 
pected. In one game of 150 points he 
ran out in three innings and. featured 
his work with. a run of more than one 
hundred. 

Billiard experts who have had an op- 
portunity to watch. Schaefer in action 
are satisfied that he will be made the 
favorite in the return match against 
Edouard Horemans of Belgium, present 
holder of the world’s title, when they 
open their 1,500-point battle in. Chicago 
on the night of Jan. 4. Schaefer re- 
peated yesterday that he never received 
such bad breaks as those in the last 
match with Horemans. He said that 
it was one line-up after another, and 
that it was unuSually difficult for him 
to control, the iyories, 

Schaefer explained that the bad breaks 
might have been due to poor stroke. 
The former champion said that during 
the course of that run of 482 he was 
forced to make more difficult shots than 
would be the order in such a long run 
and he ascribed this difficulty to the 
many Hne-ups and poor rolls which he 
received. 


Turned In Average of 45. 


Despite all this seemingly inferior 
work, Schaefer had a.grand average of 
45, a fraction better than the one turned 
in by Horemans, the winner. An aver- 
age of 45 is no indication of poor bil- 
liards, but it was that one run which 
enabled him to make such a startling 
showing. 

“I hope to. get the jump in the next 
match,” Schaefer said, ‘‘and I feel that 
if I.can get away to a flying start I 
may decide the match on the first night. 
I ,trailed--all the way the last night, 
but in the. future I am going to do the 
leading. I expect a tougher match, as 
\Horemans is certain to have profited 
by that match, for it was a hari one 
on the nerves of any player. _Horemans 
surprised me the way he stood up under 

e strain and I am not anticipating an 
easy time when we meet again. Bu 
you can says this much, that I’ll-be in 
the fight-all the way.’ 

Schaefer would not discuss his chal- 
lenge for the world’s 18.1 title, now held 
by Willie Hoppe. He said that he had 
challenged, but he would not make a 
drive for the crown until after the Hore- 
mans match. Hoppe plans to leave for 
Chicago early next week, in order to help 
Schaefer prepare for the Horemans 
match and to complete arrangements 
with the billiard officials there for the 
defense of his 18,1 title. Both Horemans 
and Schaefer are challengers, and there 
is a possibility that Erich Hagenlacher, 
German 18.2 balkline champion, will 
enter the field-as a challenger.

THE CITY’S POPULATION. 

A discontented community has lost 
no time in protesting against the re- 
aults of the State census. Whether 
bias or honest error entered into it, 
the charge is that New York City’s 
Population has been miscounted. It 
would seem that the battle is raging 
ever a very slim issue. The census 
figures credit Greater New Yjork with 
@ population of 5,873,356. Some time 
ago\Dr. W. H. Guiroy, registrar of 
the Health Department and in charge 
of the Bureau of Vital Statistics, de- 
clared that a recount should be or- 
dered if the State census gave the city 
less than 5,900,000 inhabitants. The 
disappointment would therefore nar- 
row down to something like 27,000 
inhabitants. To be sure, Dr. GuILFor 
is now quoted in The World.as main- 
taining that the, State figures are 300,- 
000 too low. That. is a discrepancy 
which the bureau should explain. At 
the same time LarareTts B. GLEASON, 
Director of the Census, is quoted in 

The World as admitting that 150,000 
should be added to the State figures 
because the count was taken in June, 
when many New Yorkers are out of 
town. 

Basically, there is nothing suspicious 
about the State figures. The State 
census of 1915 showed for Greater 
New York an increase of 5.88 per 
eent. over the Federal census of 1910. 
If the present State census had shown 
the same rate of increase over the 
Federal census of 1920, the city should 
have registered a gain of 331,000 in- 
habitants instead of the actual gain 
of 253,000 recorded in the present 
State census, Here we have a differ- 
ence of less than 80,000 instead of the 
missing 300,000 claimed in at least one 
quarter. Why the ratio of increase 
during the last five years should have 
been smaller than in the period 1910- 
1915 the Secretary of. State’s report 
amply explains. There is the outflow 
from Greater New York into the sub- 
urban counties attested by the remark- 
able growth of population in the latter. 
There is, in the second place, the 
heavy cutting down of immigration. 

As a matter of fact, immigration by 
itself would be more than enough to 
account for the slackened increase. 
During the four years preceding 1915 
the balance of alien immigrants into 
the State over emigrants from the 
State was 860,000. During the last 
four years the balance has been 286,- 
000. If immigration conditions had 
beeri the same as they were in the ear- 
lier period, nearly 575,000 aliens would 
have been added to the population of 
the State, and of these New York City 
would have kept — — or al- 
miost 400,000. y 


' The same factors might account for 
the notable losses suffered by Manhat- 
tan Island, which is credited with 389,- 
000 inhabitants less than in 1920. The 
outflow of population from Manhattan 
into the four-other boroughs is a com- 
monplace. Not only have tenement 
blocks been razed for improvement with 
business buildings or with’ apartments 
sheltering a much smaller population, 
but from the poorer districts there has 
been an extensive emigration to~ the 
outlying boroughs, so that numbers of 
~ the old-style tenements stand partially 
vacant. Changes in. immigration would 
hit Marihattani harder than the rest of 
the city. In 19820 Manhattan had less 
than 40 per cent. of the city’s popula- 


.  #pn, but hed nearly 50 per cent. of the 


'. foreign born. With alien arrivals cut 
. down by two-thirds and with an alien 
» emigration continuing—the Italians 
_are still leaying in large numbers—the

BETWEEN DICTATORS. 

When President GrEEN denounces 
dictators, whether of Moscow or of 
Rome, he is sure of applause—and not 
merely from the American Federation 
of Labor. It is a grievous thing that 
force ‘“‘ has taken the place of rea- 
son.’’ But doubt arises if the prin- 
ciples which he proclaims are applied 
to his own household. Take the coal 
strike. From the outset the operators 
have stood for arbitration, for every 
test that reason and justice can bring 
to bear. But the answer of the miners 
is force, force wielded by a dictator. 
Joun L. Lewis is the Mussolini of the 
United Mine Workers. Is Mr, GREEN 
of a softer fibre? When occasion 
serves, he can talk graciously of mu- 
tual understanding, of cooperation be- 
tween employers and employed. Yet 
in this very letter, addressed to the 
Federation’s central bodies and to 
35,000 local unions, he denounces 
MussoLini because “his first -action 
after being declared absolute dictator ’” 
was “to enact a compulsory arbitra- 
tion law.’’ 

Mr. GREEN comes out strong for 
liberty—a word of many meanings. 
Among English-speaking peoples, lib- 
erty is said ty consist in the ability of 
each to share in the government and 
the resources of the nation so far as 
is compatible with the rights of all, Its 
rock foundation is social and political 
justice. On abstract grounds, those 
who own the mines have a right to 
operate them so long as they observe 
the laws of the land; those who de- 
pend upon coal for Winter warmth 
and for food have a right to a constant 
supply at fair prices. But the very 
concrete Mussolini of the Mine Wor’:- 
ers steps in and says that the mines 
shall not operate except upon terms 
which he refuses to submit to the 
arbit ent of reason and: justice. 
Under his dictatorship it is not only 
his own people who suffer; the indus- 
try by which they live is seriou’ty im- 
paired and the nation as a whole is 
sorely taxed. Meanwhile the amiable 
President of the .merican Federa- 
tion of Labor launches thunderbolts 
against Moscow and Rome—and not 
only organized labor but the Americen 
people as a whole applaud his utter- 
ance. If any one suggests that there 
may be something in Fascism besides 
imperialism, assassination, press cen- 
sorship and castor oil, good Americans 
set him down as the devil's advocate. 

THEODORE ROOSEVELT was mightily 
amused by the Albany politician who 
said, ‘“‘ What is a little thing like the 
Constitution between friends!’’ The 
question today is what is becoming 
of it between dictators. England is 
threatened by the unsocial, uneco- 
nomic and anti-national exactions of 
labor unions. Yet no means is pro- 
posed of bringing them within and-un- 
der an equal law. Our own case is 
less critical, yet constitutionally no 
less interesting. In 1923 a national 
coal comtnission proposed thoroughly 
‘considered measures against the very 
predicament in which we now labor— 
and Congress set its report aside, non- 
plused.

If 
Congress is asked to vote money ‘to 
pay the expenses of thé American 
delegates, that would be ah fidirect’ 
but sufficient way of authorizing their 
appointment. It would also avoid awk- 
ward debates and calling our host hard 
names in public.

It happens that many of ‘those 
Americans who dislike the Léague, 
who. hate it, who vow they will have 
nothing to-do with the unclean thing, 
are on record in favor of disarmament. 
One of their querulous objections to 
the League has been that, it believes 
in-the international use of force in 
certain emergencies, and has done 
nothing effective: to cut'down armies 
and nayies, Well, now it(s making a 
beginning of effort in that direction. 
The result is to put men like Senator 
Borau in an extremely awkward posi- 
tion.- The ‘* irreconcilables ’’ have had 
thrust upon them: the task ‘of reconcil- 
ing their past utterances with present 
action.. The League may be an abomi- 
nable thing, but if it is putting its 
hand to the very work for which they 
have been shouting, how can they deny 
their own? The case is not unlike that 
of the great landlord in one of CxEs- 
TERTON’s fantastic stories. In reply to 
the ‘ public clamor for breaking up 
great estates, he offered to give away 
all his land_to his angry and agitating 
tenants. They scarcely knew whether 
to take it. If they took it, they got 
the land but lost their grievance. 

In addition to the general invitation 
to the disarmament conference, there 
seems to have been one personal to 
Senator BoraH. The President has 
indicated a willingness and a desire to 
name Mr. Bora as head of the Amer- 
ican delegation. But the Idaho Sen- 
ator announces that he could not 
think of accepting the appointment. 
This seems a pity. Great as are Sen- 
ator Boran’s labors at home, they 
might in this particular matter be 
more fruitful abroad. No one has 
spoken with more eloquence and a 
greater appearance of exact knowl- 
edge than he on the subject of disar- 
mament. He knows by just how many 
thousand men the French military 
establishment could be and should be 
cut down, and would be prepared to 
tell the Polish Government to precisely 
what shrunken proportions the large 
army of Poland should be reduced. 
These and a thousand other detalls of 
which he is a master could be laid 
by Mr. Bora before the League com- 
mittee of inquiry. Surely he has no 
fear of encountering other experts. It 
is a favorite\ legend that President 
WILson was “* bamboozled "’ at Paris, 
but no éne at Geneva would dream of 
being able to bamboozle Senator 
BoraH. Perhaps he ts afraid that the 
League would méekly accept his 
ideas and so cause’ him to abandon 
them himself because they were no 
longer the ideas of an irréconcilable 
minority.

WHAT IS EDUCATION? 

If-one man ought to be able to give 
a comprehensive and informing an- 
swer to this question, he is the Chair- 
man of the General Education Board, 
Dr. Watiace Burrrick. His answer 
is now available in language so simple, 
so lucid and so sensible that even 
those who are disposed to close their 
minds and open their mouths in criti- 
cism whcn any one associated with a 
Foundation speaks on the subject of 
education could not mistake his 
meaning or the road which those seek- 
ing-an education should take. In an 
address which Dr. Burrrick made 
at Peabody College in Nashville, 
Tenn., he defends five, propositions. 

In the first place, all education is 
self-education. Schools and colleges 
may be helpful, as are laboratories, 
libraries and association with others; 
textbooks are ‘‘ possibly but doubt- 
fully ’’ useful; teachers who are wise 
and knowing are ‘* greatly helpful’; 
but all these are not absolutely neces- 
sary. Succinctly, in fewest words and 
‘in highest definition, education is 
‘*the determined and long-continued 
“effort of a serious-minded person 
“to train his powers of obser- 
“vation, thinking--- and reflection 
“through gain in knowledge.’”” What 
should be said to young men in 
trying to induce them to go to college 
is hot that it will help them to get on 
in the world, to prosper in business, to 

in fame and favor, to be more 
prominent than others. We seldom 
say to them what should be said, that 
it offers an opportunity ‘‘ to gain high 
spiritual satisfaction *’ for themselves 
and to make themselves worth while 
in promoting the well-being of others. 

Capacity for self-directed education 
should be gained early in life. A fault 
with American education is that there 
is too much teaching, too much pre- 
scribing of what shall be learned and 
how it shall be learned, ‘* Freedom 
is what is needed in education.’’ But 
in this freedom one must make the 
chief end the mastery of one’s mind. 
There is no mention of psychiatrists, 
whose services the high school teach- 
ers in their meeting of Tuesday asked 
for, but doubtless Dr. Buttrrick Would 
allow these, at any rate for the ab- 
normal. He puts the emphasis, how- 
ever, where it should be placed, on 
one’s own responsibility for keeping 
one’s mind at serious intellectual 
work. It is not to be permitted to 
excuse itself by pleading “ moods."’ 
Men and women who succeed in law, 
medicine, business, preaching, teach- 
ing, in authorship, research, are those 
who ‘' make their minds serve their 
wills.’* 

The great object is not efficiency but 
character, in the sense of high and 
serious purpose, severe intellectual at- 
tainment, the mastery of the mind and 
a sound philosophy of life. Efficlency 
is a fine by-product. It is ‘not the 
end. Nor is such a purposeful educa- 
tion ever completed. The person. who

Insti- 
tute, The paper is about as sober- 
minded and trustworthy as such a pa- 
per can be, while Mr. SUTHERLAND’s offi- 
cial position guarantees h his knowl- 
edge and his sense of responsibility for 
what he says. He would be particu- 
larly careful. when talking.to an audi- 
ence of mining experts. 

It is for these reasons that an aston- 
ishing part of his address cannot be 
dismissed as a flight of wild imagina- 
tion—a fairy story. Mr. SUTHERLAND is 
just returned from South Africa, where 
he went to secure information that might 
be useful in the conduct of Canadian 
mining operations. After. discussing 
various labor and mechanical problems 
as bearing on those of Canada he went 
on to say that 240 miles from the Rand 
and in the Laydenberg: district there is 
a “reef’* which has been traced for two 
hundred miles and is sixty miles wide. 
And this “reef” is rich in platinum. To 
express its richness, Mr. SUTHERLAND 
said: ‘Up in our Sudbury district we 
speak of the copper as carrying a cer-

new African fields they speak of the 
platinum with a certain percentage of 
copper.’’

' It was widely heralded that it was the 
President’s intention to take to the West 
& program of farm relief; but what went 
he out for to say? What did the. as- 
sembled farmers get? They certainly 
got cum laude in ample degree. Starting 
with the embattled farmers of Lexing- 
ton who “fired the shot heard round 
the world,” his hearers were taken up 
into the seventh heaven and there given 
a‘vision of their beautiful estate here 
on earth, their independence, their work 
in the open under God’s sky; their in- 
valuable contribution to the ood 
and womanhood of the nation, more val- 
uable by far than the possession of mere 
wealth; the ineffable charm of couritry 
life, 

This farmer hag never read so glori- 
fled an account of the pursuit of agri- 
culture. Thus ran one-half of the ad- 
dress. Tue Times report has a full col- 
umn of it. When the farmers came down 
they must have rubbed their eyes 10 
fee who they were. If they, too, were 
‘embattled farmers, they were not told it.

The program for farm relief—whicn 
nearly got lost to sight—was. then 
brought out in a few earnest remarks 
aboyt cooperative marketing, an old 
standby ofthe President’s ever since 
he began first to tell the farmers how 
to lift themselves up. Cooperative mar- 
keting is a good thing and should be en- 
couraged; but many mid-Western farm- 
ers know from experience that it is not 
so easy a piece of business as many 
people take it to be. ‘ 

Then the President advanced in a few 
words the matter of increased storage 
and warehouse facilities, with suitable 
credits. This is a matter of ‘the highest 
importance, to keep the farmer from 
throwing his crops on the market as soon 
as harvested, But it is not new. Yet, 
it is so new to President Coolidge that 
he did not find place for one word about 
it in his 10,000-word message to Con- 
gress, Oh; I nearly forgot that there is 
to be a bureau of information and ad- 
vice—of which Washington staples the 
farmer already has an abundant sur- 
plus. 

This was all of the program for farm 
relief, but it was not all of the: speech}. 
by any means. - President Coolidge then 
brought forward in elaborate detail his 
two famous don’ts, and made them the 
overshadowing part of his argument: 
Don’t.try price-fixing and don’t monkey 
with the tariff, if I may so crassly ex- 
press a great argument on 4 great sub- 
ject. 

Why should the President go to Chi- 
cago to express these views, all of which 
(except that as to’ warehousing) are 
very well known? Did the rumbling of 
discontent. about the tariff that must be 
reaching him out of the West stir him? 
Did the recent conference of the Gover- 
nors of mid-Wéstern States, when they 
most plainly announced that agriculture 
must have equality with industry under 
the Tariff law or that law be abolished, 
alarm him?

1901 to 1904, and secretary and. treasurer 
of it from 1908. until his death. He had 
served on nearly all of the Exchange's 
regular committees, on many special 
committees, and was one ‘of the special 
committee of five appointed at the out- 
break of the war to decide all questions 
rélating to the Exchange and its mem- 
bers while it was closed.

A total of $182,249,090 of foreign Gov- 
ernment bonds payable in dollars and 
floated in part or wholly in the United 
States will mature fn 1926. ‘This com- 
pares with $284,580,850 in 1925, $124,434,- 
300 in 1924 and $262,110,060 in 1923. The 
bulk of the 1926 foreign maturities is 
made up of Canadian Government, pro- 
vincia] and municipal loans. An unusual 
feature is the absence of any large Eu- 
ropean obligation maturing next ygar. 
The largest and most important for- 
eign maturity in 1926 is Dominion of 
Canada $70,000;000 one-year 4 per cent. 
notes, due Sept. 1. The next largest is 
Dominion of Canada $25,000,000 5 per 
cent. bonds, due April 1. The Province 
of Ontario has several i..portant issues 
falling due next year, including 350,- 
000 4 per cent. bonds due March 1;‘$10,- 
000,000 3% per cent. bonds due April 1 
and $4,000,000“5 per cent. bonds due 
June 1.

WANTS A COFFEE LOAN. 


Sao Paulo Asks Authority to Borrow 
£ 10,000,000 for Stabilization. 


The State of Sao Paulo, Brazil, has 
asked for legislative authority to borrow 
£10,000,000 for coffee stabilization pur- 
poses, and the announcement, received 
yesterday from Rio Janeiro, created 
considerable interest in the financial dis- 
trict. The loan, it is taken for granted, 
will be handled entirely in Europe, as it 
is the kind of financing that was blocked 
in the American market by Secretary 
Hooyer when in negotiation last Sum- 
mer. 

The amount mentioned in the Rio 
Janeiro dispatch is larger than the sum 
which American bankers believed the 
State wished to borrow. It is under- 
stood, however, that £10,000,000 repre- 
sents merely the maximum authorization 
and does not mean that European bank- 
ers will float a loan of that size. The 
size of the issue will depend on market 
conditions at the time of offering. 

While Washington objects to a voter 
valorization.loan in this country, there 
is no opposition to other borrowing here 
by Sao Paulo, and’ it is expected that a 
good-sized loan, for waterworks and 
othér improvement purposes, will be 
floated soon in New York, The: water- 
works loan is being negotiated -by the 
J. Henry Shroder Bank 
in association with Speyer & Co.
